The amendment and response filed on 9/14/2009 lias been entered and 
overcomes the rejections to the claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 92-108, non-elected without traverse, have been cancelled. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 52-91 and 109-1 15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 52, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a flash lamp 
comprised of, in part, the metallic connection part is melted onto an inner surface of the 
first opening at the first end of the first tubular body part, the metallic connection part 
contains aluminum, and the first opening of the first tubular body part is closed by the 
metallic connection part, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
